many other prominent Atlantans, 
Charles P. Morse, the army song 
leader, of Camp Gordon, will be on 
hand, with a contingent of the boys

The 15ist arrived in New York 
last week, and the southern contin- 
gent was sent to Camp Merritt. 
from which place the men left im- 
mediately for Macon, via Savannah. 
Thev will be demobilized at Camp

who has been informed of Atlanta’s 
desire to pay tribute to the organ- 
ization, following a meeting of the 
citizens’ memorial committee, which 
was held at the mayor's office.

Orleans, of the Southern Metal 
Trades essociation, according to an- 
nouncement Friday by Vice Presi- 
dent J. M. Hollowell, after his re- 
turn from the convention. 

Professor Van Houten, as secre- 
tary of Iron Moulders’ Union No. 
273, of Atlanta, has become “one of 
the leading labor agitators for somé 
years past,” involving the moulders’ 
union to such an extent he has been 
enjoined by the court, the resolution 
set forth. 

Asked for a statement 
to the charges, Professor Van Hou- 
ten last night said he had heard 
nothing of the resolutions, but that, 
as soon as they are brought to his 
attention, he would prepare ‘a re- 
sume of his labor activities.” 

A labor agitator engaged from 
time to time in strikes, boycotti 
picketing the places of business men 
and engaging in “other questionable 
practices,” should not be a faculty 
member at any leading educational!

Macon, Ga., May 9.—The federal 
grand jury, in completing its work 
today, after returning 136 true bills, 
reported to Judge Evans a recom- 
mendation that the severest penalty 
be inflicted in all liquor cases, hold- 
ing that “stump rum” of Georgia is 
not unlike the “vodka” of Russia,

“A small percentage of vicious- 
ness, with a moderate dose of ig- 
norance combined with a liberal 
supply of stump rum or vodka, are 
the elements that produce those in- 
fectious diseases to the body politic 
known as Bolshevism, socialism, I.

It became known that when 
the legality of price agreements ar- 
ranged by the board was submitted 
to Attorney General Palmer, he ren- 
dered an opinion that such action 
was not authorized by law, but did 
not declare that such an agreement 
would be illegal.

Genesis of Georgia's

The story of the inception, found- 
ing and development of the Warm 
Springs chautauqua, which will hold 
its fifth annual session next Au- 
gust 8-10, inclusive, is told in an 
attractive booklet by Dr. Edward 
A. Tigner, of Milledgeville, the 
proofsheets of which are just off 
the press. 

Dr. Tigner is, like most men who 
are worth while, blessed with a 
hobby. His is education—education 
for the masses and for the com- 
munity, mentally, spiritually, phy- 
Ssically and morally—and he rides 
it daily from morning to night. 

In addition to being superintend- 

ent of schools of Baldwin county, 
Dr. Tigner is also, and has been 
for many years, a member of the 
board of trustees of the Georgia 
Normal and Industrial college at 
Milledgeville, and one of that re- 
markable and invaluable institu- 
tion’s most valiant and most deep- 
ly-interested supporters. And also 
it is he who, in line with his other 
educational and community better- 
ment activities, was one of the 
founders of, and still one of the 
guiding spirits in the Chautauqua 
(of Warm Springs, Ga. That insti- 
'tution is a limb of his hobby. 
' “The honor of being the first to 
establish such a forward movement 
enterprise as a permanently located 
chautauqua in a rural communigy in 
this state,” reads the opening fpar- 
agraph of Dr. Tigner’s little vol- 
ume, “belongs to the progressive 
citizens of Merriwether county.” 

“Such an institution as a mid- 
summer chautauqua,” continues the 
| narrative, ‘‘operating in a distinct- 
ly rural section, promoted and man- 
aged by the citizens of that com- 
munity for no purpose of private 
gain, but alone for the public good, 
is a thing heretofore unknown in 
Georgia, and reflects great credit 
upon those who have set it in mo- 
tion.” 

Founded on Old Camp Grounds. 

The essential features in the story 
of the origin and development of 
the present-day Warm Springs 
chautauqua, as Dr. Tigner_ sets 
them forth. are as follows: 

This chautauqua began in a feeble 
Way, some five or six years ago, 
forming itself around the celebrated 
old Warm Springs camp ground; 
which for seventy-five years or more 
had served the people of this sec- 
tion a community center. 
account of the changes wrought by 
time in this rural district and by the 
building of railroads and the spring- 
ing up of so many small towns and 
Villages in the last twenty-five 
years, the mission that this yearly 
camp meeting served was thought 
by some to have come to its end. 
so gradually the old custom of the 
people of this large rural community 
to assemble yearly on this beautiful 
central camping spot was abandoned. 

However, the breaking up of this 
annual gathering which was s0 en- 
'joyable, and entirely wholesome, left 
an aching void in the hearts of the 
people. Never did they grow ac- 
customed to the absence of this fea- 
ture that had so blessed them and 
been the occasion of so much happi- 
ness and pleasure—from their com- 
munity life.

STAGE BEING St! 
FOR OCEAN FLIGHT 


Newfoundland to Azores. 
Navy Seaplanes Have 
Not Yet Left Halifax. 


Washington, May 9.—Postpone- 
ment of the flight of the two navy 


Bay, Newfoundland, until tomorrow, 
officially reported to the navy de- 
partment today, did not dampen the 
enthusiasm with which officers here 
regard prospects for successful ac- 
complishment of the transatlantic 
air journey by these machines. The 
postponement was due to a desire 
to replace four propellers but no de- 
tails were contained in the mes- 
sage from the mine-laver Baltimore 
at Halifax. 

It was assumed by officers here 
that propellers on both the NC-1 ana 
the NC-3 showed signs of wear 
which prompted Commander John H. 
Towers, in command of the seaplane 
division, to wait over a day at Hali- 
fax. 

Possibly it has been decided to 
change to a slightly different type, 
it was said, but at any rate it was 
certain that only minor trouble had 
been developed in the machines in 
the 500-mile dash yesterday from 
Rockaway to Halifax. 

Arrangements for the flight were 
said today to be working out 
smoothly, and while the machines 
are en route to the region of Cape 
Broyle, from which the actualf 
flight for Europe will be started, 
the stage is being set for 
transatlantic flight. Naval 
were moving today into their sta- 
tions along the path to be followed 
under a regular schedule, and noth- 
ing would develop, it was_ said, 
that would make a prolonged delay 
in starting for the Azores. neces- 
sary unless the machines encounter 
further accidents. 

Missing Plane Makes Port. 

Arrival of the NC-4, held up yes- 
terday by engine trouble at Chat- 
ham Light, Mass., early today ended 
anxiety as to the safety of the fly- 
ing boat and her crew. Lieuten- 
ant Commander A. C. Read, her 
commander, personally informed 
the department of his arrival with 
only two of his four motors work- 
ing. Repairs were begun at once, 
and it is expected the NC-4 will get 
under way to join the division at 
Trepassey boy on Sunday, weather 
permitting.

100,000 Witness Parade. 

Long before daylight people from 
the surrounding territory began 
pouring into Macon and two hours 
before the arrival of the special 
troop train at 11:30 o’clock, the busi- 
ness portion of the city had become 
a seething mass of humanity. Cherry 
street, one of the widest thorough- 
fares in the south, was so densely 
packed with people that it was with 
difficulty the parade was able to 
get through, the police apparently 


route Macon girls also showered 
them with flowers. 

The crowd cheered itself hoarse 
as the column passed through the 
narrow lane and several times the 
parade was halted while enthusiastic 
persons broke through the lines to 
embrace the men. 

At the head of the battalion march- 
ed Lieutenant Colonel Winn anda 
Major J. E. Peacock, Jr., and both 
were kept busy returning the greet- 
ings of friends. A short distance 
behind the officers came the color 
bearers with the handsome Georgia 
and national flags which were pre- 
sented to the battalion shortly be- 
fore it sailed from Camp Mills for 
France.

Following the parade the mem- 
bers of the three companies were 
escorted to their respective armories 
by ex-members of the companies, 
while the officers were met by a 
committee of citizens, headed by 
Mayor Glenn Toole and Brigadier 
General Walter A. Harris and escort- 
ed to the Soldiers’ club. Mothers, 
Wives and sweethearts were waiting 
for the men and there they gave 
them their real greetings. The scenes 
in the armories were said by vet- 
erans of the sixties to be typical of 
those which marked their own home- 
coming. 

At 2 o’clock this afternoon all the 
Bib® county men who participated 
in the world war and who have re- 
turned, about 500 in all, were guests 
of honor at a dinner at the Hotel 
Lanier.
